Bituminous Production is 
Slightly Lower. 


Surplus of Sixty Million 
Tons on Hand. 


About Ten Weeks’ Supply 
for Entire Country. 


A NIGHT WIRE) 
_ WASHINGTON, March 26.—Not- 
withstanding the coal strike im- 
pending in union flelds on April 1, 
bituminous coal production dropped 
off a trifle during the week end- 


ing March 18, the last full week 
reported by the Geological Survey. 
The total output during the seven- 
day period preceding the date was 
10,784,000 tons, against 11,118,000 
tons during the previous week, and 
6,612,000 tons during the week of 
March 18, 1921. 

“In Spite of the decrease,” the 
survey statement said, “the output 
so far exceeded estimated consump- 
tion as to provide nearly 2,600. 
000 tons for consumer: stock 
plies.” 

It was added that preliminary 
telegraphic returns for the first 
days of the week ending March 25, 
showed a tendency toward a re- 
turn to recent heavy production. 
Previous reports have shown bi- 
tuminous coal production mounting 
steadily since last December be- 
cause of consumers anticipation 
of the April 1 suspension of work 
in the union fields, though con- 
sumption has been subnormalL The 
result indicated is a surplus of coal 
variously estimated as upwards of 
60,000,000 tone, approximately a 
ten-week supply for the entire 
country.

The richest sections of the country are 
not those that depend on a single crop, such 
‘as wheat or cotton. Specialized crops, such 
as fruit, tobacco or even potatoes, and the 
dairy and poultry industries, figure very 
largely tn the counties where agricultural 
wealth ts highest. Census figures, on which 
these statements are based, bear out the 
wisdom of campaigns to bring out divers 
fied agriculture, according to Andrew L. 
Bostwick, statistician of the Liberty Cen- 
tral Trust Company of St. Louts, In an anal- 
ysis printed in the Globe-Democrat (St. 
Louts.) Says Mr. Bostwick: 

“Of the leading ten counties seven are 
in the Pacific States (California and Wash- 
ington.) one is in the Middle West and two 
are in the Kast. Los Angeles county, Cal. 
with a total of nearly $72,000,000, comes 
first, and Fresne county, in the same State, 
is second. Fruit, of course, is largely re 
sponsible for the enormous agricultural 
values in these regions. 
| “Third on the list comes Aroostook coun- 
ty. Me. In value of crops alone this county 
ranks second fn the United States, and by 
far the greatest part of the value represents 
potatoes. Lancaster county, Pa., the other 
eastern county in the first ten, comes fifth: 
tobacco, in addition to hay and grain crops, 
is responsible for the high rank. Dane 
county, Wis. is the highest Middle West 
county on the list, being tenth. Dairying 
is very important; in value of crops alone 
— county ranks not tenth, but twenty- 

fth. 

“The richest county fs McLean, 
the eleventh. The richest one-crop county, 
and also the richest county in the cotton 
belt proper, is Bolivar, Miss., in the famous 
‘delta’ section. ;
